On Wednesday, September 5, the Crawford County 
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13 Local Military Men In Middle East

The number of military personne! from Crawford County 
being sent to the Persian Gulf arca is continuing to grow. 

MM2 Shawn Krayes is aboard the USS Goldsborough, a de- 
stroyer attached to the aircraft carrier USS Independence. The 
USS Goldsborough was recently involved in keeping a ship- 
ment of tea bound for Iraq from reaching port. 

Shawn's home port is Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, where his wife, 
Joanne (nee Halstead), resides. Joanne’s parents are Ray 
Halstead of Grayling and Hazel Halstead of Honolulu, Hawaii. 
Shawn’s parents are Jerry and Sheila Kraycs of Beaver Creek 
Township. 

Patrick Mier DCFN has been in the Persian Gulf aboard the 
aircraft carrier, USS Independence, since August 5. Before 
tempers flared in the Middle East, the USS Independence was 
enroute to Japan, the Philippines, Hong Kong, Taiwan, and 
Australia, but its trip was cut short when the ship received or- 
ders to head for the Persian Gulf. 

Mier, a fire fighter, has been in the Navy since June, 1987. 
Before the Persian Gulf crisis, the Micr family was hoping to 
see Patrick for Christmas. 

Patrick is the son of Sally and the late Ralph Mier of Beaver 
Creek Township. 

This makes 13 known military personnel from Crawford 
County to be sent the Middle East. 

The 56 men from Camp Grayling’s 1438th Engincer De- 
tachment are still waiting to be called to active duty, 

MAJ Jerold Foeh! explained that the only change in their 
Situation is that following the unit’s scheduted weekend drill, 
September 8 and 9, eight persons of the advance party returned 
home to wait for call-up orders, The two remaining members 
of the advance party are full-time National Guardsmen at- 
tached to Camp Grayling. 

MAJ Fochl speculated that this change could be occurring 
either because the unit has completed the work necessary to 
make the unit ready to move out or because the tactical 
situation has not developed to the point where the entire unit is 
needed, 

“For the time being, its back to routine business,” said MAF 
Foehl, “or as routine as life can be when at any moment a call 


could pull them away from their families and jobs.” 
MILITARY PERSONNEL AWAIT “MAIL CALL” 

Some of the parents of these servicemen have been calling 
friends and classmates encoufaging them to write to their 
friends overseas. 

During a recent CBS news special, service personnel were 
asked what they needed most and repeatedly the answer was 
“mail.” The program showed several servicemen who re- 
ceived mail simply addressed to “Any Serviceman in Saudi 
Arabia” who were grateful tohear from someone from “home.” 
“Home” now appears to be anywhere in the United States and 
“family” is anyone who lives at “home.” 

To assist persons who would like to write to local service- 
men, a list of names and addresses will be printed at the 
conclusion of this article. 

When putting together “care packages,” Elaine Bobenmo- 
yer, mother of a soldicr serving in Saudi Arabia, suggested that 


sample size products be sent whenever possible because they 
are both small and lightweight, desirable features if the items 
are to be carried inside the servicemen's packs, Disposable 
items are best. 

Some examples of items that might be welcomed are sham- 
poo, toothpaste, razors, after-shave colognes, deodorant, sun 
tan lotion containing sun blockers, chap sticks, blistex, postage 
stamps, chewing gum and candy. Elaine suggested that self- 
addressed, stamped envelopes with one or two sheets of blank 
paper be included with mail from home. She said it might make 
it easier for the person overseas to write back. 

According to Grayling Post Office Postmaster Ken Peck, all 
packages sent to Saudi Arabia must be accompanied by a U.S 
Customs form 2066-A. 

Postal restrictions for APO and FPO mail to Saudi Arabia 
forbid the mailing of any matter containing religious materials 
contrary to the Islamic faith, materials depicfing nude or 
seminude persons, pornography or sexual items, unauthorized 
political materials, firearms, pork and pork by-products, all 
alcoholic beverages, and all video tapes. 

Cassette tapes are permitted. 

Mail is limited to First Class Mail weighing 12 ounces or 
less. Cost for this size parcel is $2.40. It takes approximately 


ten days for mail to reach the Saudi area. 

To help make “home town” news available to those serving 
in the Persian Gulf area, the Crawford County Avalanche will 
be sending complimentary issues toall military personnel from 
Crawford County, not already receiving the paper.

Mrs. Ruth Aurand, 82, of 
Grayling Mobile Estates, and 
herncighbors have been work- 
ing in their yards for two 
weeks, picking up debris and 
trying to clean-up the damage 
caused by the fierce wind 
storm that blew through the 
trailer park shortly after 8 p.m. 
on August 27, 

“It started and ended so fast 
Ididn’thave time to be afraid,” 
said Mrs. Aurand, who was 
alone when the storm hit. 

Monday had been hot and 
humid and Mrs, Aurand was 
reading when the electricity 
went out and the wind began 
to blow. 

“The wind sounded like 
there was metal hitting against 
the side of my trailer,” she 
said. “I started closing the 
windows and by the time I got 
back to the living room and 
looked out, the trees were lay-

ing on the ground and every- 
thing was quiet.” 

Damage to Mrs. Aurand’s 
home was slight compared to 
some of her neighbors. The 
storm toppled six big jack 
pines in her yard and dam- 
aged several smaller ones. It 
loosened the skirting around 
her trailer, blowing one piece 
away. 

“We still haven’t found that 
piece,” she said. 

Other damage included an 
assortment of dents on her 
trailer and garage and damage 
to her vegetable and flower 
gardens, all from falling trees. 

“Some of the tomatoes are 
beginning toripen,” said Mrs. 
Aurand, “but the com was flat- 
tened by falling trees.” 

The storm also knocked her 
electrical pole down. 

All totaled, Mrs. Aurand 
tumed in a bill for $845 to her 
insurance company. She said 
she hasn’t heard whether the 
damage will becovered or not. 

“As soon as the storm

stopped, I checked on my 
neighbors, Betty McFarlane 
and Marge Swetter,” said Mrs. 
Aurand. “Then we went out- 
doors to look at the trees.” 
Mrs. McFarlane and Mrs. 
Swetter were also alone dur- 
ing the storm. 

“We were looking at the 
damage when a couple men 
came by and asked us to go 
back inside our homes,” she 
said. “I guess they were afraid 
we might be electrocuted.” 

Damage to the mobile home 
park wasextensive, One home 
owner said she lost 26 trees 
off her tot and another 24 trees. 
Several mobile homes were 
blown off their foundations 
amd at least one roof had to be 
replaced. 

Immediately following the 
storm one Crawford County 
Sheriff deputy described the 
scene as devastating, saying 
there were trees and power 
lines laying everywhere with 
pieces of aluminum hanging 
in the ones still standing.

Escape Sunday 


Two inmates escaped from Camp Lehman's minimum 
security facility sometime between 6:30 and 8:15 a.m. 
Sunday, September 9. 

Michael Earl Smith, 30, and Vanderral Rutledge, 25, 
both of Detroit, were discovered missing by prison 
guards at the 8:15 a. m. prisoner count, 


Before he escaped, Smith was serving six ycars and 


eight months toten years for one count of assault Iess than 
murder, 10 to 20 years for armed robbery, and two years 
for two counts of possession of fireanns, Parole was not 
possible until June 1, 1992. 

Rutledge was serving three to 20 years for violation of 
the drug law for possession of crack cocaine, Rutledge 
was not cligible for parote until June 11, 1992, 

A Camp Lehmen spokesman said the two inmates 
escaped by going over a fence and he believed there was 
a ride waiting to take them to the Detroit area.

“Why should Erecycte?” I hear this question a lot and this 
column should provide some answers and some interesting 
uifornation, We atready know that the landfills in the United 
States are insecious trouble. Eis difficult to come up with new 
ones because of environmental concerns, and for health rea- 
sons NO One really wants to “dump” near their home. In this 
year, 190% of all garbage is gaing to be dumped ta landfills 
asihas been they wilbbe filled in half ofall citics. Soi makes 
mont sonxe to help the problem by recycling, When we speak 
ofroo voting. we are talking about using post consumer waste. 
Phat cicana product that has completed its intended use and 
has boon discarded. Right row only 4% of the 165 million tons 
of post consumer waste is recycled, 

Reeseling involves four basic materials. First there is 
aluminurn, Using scrap aluminum to make new requires only 
Sof the energy that would normally be used to produce 
aluminum from bauxite ore. If just 24 aluminum cans are 
recycled, seven kilowatt-hours of electricity are saved, Don’t 
just Himit your recycling of aluminum to cans. Aluminum 
siding. storm doors, lawn furniture, and home appliances are 
reove lable, 

Second, there is glass. Using recycled glass in glass produc- 
lion can save 30% of the energy that would be required if it was 
made from raw material. The reason energy is saved is because 
crushed glass, called cullet, melts at a lower temperature than 
the raw material, The amount of emissions are reduced too, 
being that glass made from sand, soda ash, or limestone gives 
off toxic emtssions. Crushed glass bottles are used in home 
coustrucuoen, 

Third, is paper. Ittakes 75,000 trees to produce the press run 
of one Sunday edition of the New York Times. Recyclable 
paper includes corrugated boxes, papers from office and indus- 
try, cereal boxes, and the like. The higher grade paper from 
offices is used to make grocery bags, stationery, paper for 
magazines and books, facial tissue, paper napkins and towels, 
diapers and sanitary products. Higher grade paper refers to the 
following white papers: copy, computer, memo, ledger, sta- 
tionery. Also manila folders and scratch pads. Papers not 
accepted are window envelopes, paper with adhesive tape or 
peel off Jabels, glossy paper, slick copies, cellophanc, wax 
paper and plasticized paper. The paper industry has two 
symbols so you can recognize paper that is recyclable and 
products packaged in recycled material. Recyclable paper has 
three whitcarrows, Ifthe product isin recycled paperboard the 
arrows will be ona dark background, 

Fourth, is plastic. The recycling of plastics is rather new 
compared to other materials. Some areas limit ticir recycling 
to soft drink bottles and milk jugs. Recycled soft drink botues 
can be used to make bathtubs, appliances, and fiberfill, Other 
plastics are turned into fences, park benches, docks, and 
flooring. Recycling plastics is complicated because of the 
many different types of plastics and cach type has specifica- 
tions forrecycling. More and more plastic is now being coded 
so itcan be sorted casily. Two pieces of plastic that look alike 
could have different resins in them and have to be recycled 
differently. There are many waste-to-energy plants that con- 
vert plastic into sources of fuel. 

There are of course barriers in the area of recycling. Some- 
times markets for recycled materials is low ornoncatall. Some 
materials cannot be recycled because of the way they are 
coated or mixed with other material. Glass that is not separated 
before recycling (according to color), has little value because 
of its poor quality and color. Coated and dyed paper is not 
recycled because of the expense of removing the dye. Certain 
plastics, especially PVC (Polyvinyl chloride), release toxic 
substances when bumt. Then of course, lack of convenience 
isabig barrier. Some people just won'trecycle if it is not super 
easy for them, 

The advantages however, certainly outweigh the disadvan- 
tages. Our waste to landfills is reduced. Taxes for solid waste 
management are reduced. The pollution potential is lowered. 
Recycling can be used to raise funds for organizations. The 
cost of producing new matcrial from used is much, much less 
and saves on our natural resources. If we don’t recycle, local 
govermments may be forced to cut back on other things such as 
museums, librarics, and recreation, The average American 
produces five pounds of waste every day. Most of this garbage 
isnot garbage at all, butreusable, recyclable items. A recycling 
program is becoming a necessity in each city for the solution 
to the solid-waste problem.

Almanack 
By Richard Mitlim 
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(AUTHOR’S NOTE: The writer recently went ona 
17-day trip to Eastern Europe --- an area formerly “be- 
hind the Iron Curtain.” Traveling with the Nomads 
Travel Club out of Detroit, the tour visited Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, East Germany, and West Germany. 
Some impressions follow.) 

* * * 

IT’S DANGEROUS to form finm opinions after a 
whirlwind trip covering four countries in 17 days, relying 
for your information mainly upon English-speaking tour 
guides, taxi drivers, and hotel employees. 

One conclusion is inescapable, however: 

Coming out from behind the Iron Curtain, after 40 
years or more of central government control, into the 
freedom of sclf determination and self-reliance and a 
competitive market economy is an enomnous task for the 
people of Poland, Czechoslovakia, East Gennany, and 
other nations of Easter Europe. 

Up to now, the government has taken care of every- 
thing... with an iron first, sometimes. But generally 
speaking, the essentials of fife were there. 

Now, it’s not so clear to these people what's going to 
happen. The uncertainty seems to be the biggest prob- 
lem. 

* * * 

ANOTHER CONCLUSION also jumps out ata first- 
tine European traveler: 

1 gained a new respect for the history and heritage of 
European peoples. 

Poland, for example. Some Americans delight in 
mean-spirited jokes about Polish intelligence or charac- 
ter, Yet, Poland owns a long, strong, and proud history 
of power and influence, going back several centunes. 

In the last couple hundred years, Poland has been 
kicked around quite abit, Poland has had clastic borders, 
and first this country and then that one traded off this 
temtory and that. In much of the 1800s, Poland hardly 
existed as a nation, 

During World War H, the Nazis desecrated Poland, to 
the point of Hitler ordering the destruction of Warsaw as 
the war wound down. The mad Nazi dictator pretty well 
succeeded, too, in that demented, destructive order. 

Then the Russians took over, ~~ firstas liberators, then 
as dominators --- with their own brand of restrictive 
social order, 

But the Polish people persisted. Warsaw is largely 
rebuilt, most of it along the lines of pre-war Warsaw, 
Reverence for the past, and the grandcur that once was 
Poland, is obvious. 

And now, Poland is free again, Free and proud... and 
poor, 

* * % 

SMALL POLASH FAMILY FARMS, averaging 15 
acres, are not efficient... but they are independent. Most 
appear to have a conple of cows, a flock of chickens, 
maybe sore potatoes and some rye and some cabhage.... 
enongh to feed the family, but certainty not enough to 
market much of it profitably,

pull plows and drags, men still use hand scythes for 
culling the grain, cars are few inthe rural arcas and people 
walk to where they have to go. or travel in a horse-drawn 
cart. We saw wonien doing laundry ina stream. 

In the south of Poland, farms are larger, reflecting 
expansive fields that once were Germany until the ever- 
shifting national borders shifled once again. On the 
larger farms, mechanization was more apparent. 

The answer for agricullure, Andrew, one of our guides 
assured us knowingly, is for these 15-acre farmers to 
band together into cooperatives, and pool their resources 
for larger operations, But will they? Or is independence 
more important? 

* * * 

PRICES UN Poland are tow. We had dinner for four 
one evening, including drinks and excellent food, for 
168 (XX) zlotys or about S$f6 American dollars, Ven- 
ders peddle hand- knit wooten ar cattan sweaters for $6 to 
$8. A soft ice cream cone cost 8 cents. A now car---a 
Polish Fiat --- would be about $3 - 5,000. 

But the average wage in Poland is about $100 a month, 
That doesn’t go very far, 

The church plays a vital role in Poland. About 95 
percentof Poles arc Roman Catholic, and Pope John Paut 
Il, who moved to Rome from Krakow, is a national hero 
of towering stature, Incach town, the church is the center 
of social, religious, and political activity. The parish 
priest is an important man in all these arcas. 

Hoping to win popular support, the communists per- 
mitted the church to exist, and the church was at the basis 
of the revolution which finally developed, 

* * * 

SOME OTHER RANDOM observations about Po 
land (based on our six-day segment there, plus reading as 
much as possible about Poland, both before and since the 
trip): 

We were wamed not to drink the water. The Polish 
sewer system is not the best. Bottled mineral water was 
readily available instead, 

In the cities, almost everyone lives in apartments, A 
one-bedroom Mat would cost about $15,000. There's a 
waiting list of 15 to 20 years. 

We didn’t sce screens on the apartment windows. 
Weather was in the 80s during our tip. Most apartments 
had flower boxes in bloom. 

Respect for the past is indicated by the cemeteries, 
usually neat and well decorated with new flowers on 
graves. 

Cities are wel! defined. Once the city limit is reached, 
country begins... no suburbs, 

Religions shrines along the roadsides are plentiful, 
usually with fresh flowers. Religious statues around 
homes are commonplace in the conntry. 

Private enterprise in the fom of roadside stands and 
flea-market-lype stalls around the city streets and squares 
Is ANEW adventure for Poles, as for the other lron Cunain 
alumni, 

‘Vhe language baivier makes touring Poland difficalt. 
Not inary Poles speak English, 

Emigration is a problem for the future. Polish leaders 
worry about it, How do they keep young people at home 
with such a stressed economy?

The Grayling Chamber recently held its Quarterly 
Legislative Forum. The Chamber-sponsorcd legislative 
meetings were initiated to encourage communication 
between all levels of government, from the local town- 
ship level to our county and state legislative representa- 
tives. The meetings are usually held the first Friday of the 
month, with the most recent one being held this past 
Friday, September 7. Key concems identified among the 
various Crawford County officials were the limited availa- 
bility of developable land in our community due to state 
land restrictions, and the need for expansion and upgrad- 
ing of the current roads and bridges in the Crawford 
County area. 

Crawford County is unique throughout Michigan in 
that such a high percentage of its geographic area is state 
or federally owned. In fact more than 80% of Crawford 
County fatls into one of these two categories. Land use 
taxes generated from these properties only moderately 
exceeds $30,000 annually, causing restraints on local 
educational, economic and growth opportunities. 

The issue of land availability ties in directly with 
economic development and the need for a better road 
system in Crawford County. Various projects and pro- 
posals were discussed at the recent Legislative Meeting, 
and in fact, a special meeting will be held within the next 
month to specifically address current funding opportuni- 
ties for transportation projects proposed by County 
Commissioner Robert Nelson and the Transportation 
Committee of the Grayling Regional Chamber of Com-

; various Crawford County Officials were the limited availa- 
bility of developable land in our community due to state 
land restrictions, and the need for expansion and upgrad- 
ing of the current roads and bridges in the Crawford 
County area. 

Crawford County is unique throughout Michigan in 
that such a high percentage of its geographic area is state 
or federally owned. In fact more than 80% of Crawford 
County falls into one of these two categories. Land use 
taxes generated from these properties only moderately 
exceeds $30,000 annually, causing restraints on local 
educational, economic and growth opportunities. 

The issue of land availability ties in directly with 
economic development and the need for a better road 
system in Crawford County. Various projects and pro- 
posals were discussed at the recent Legislative Meeting, 
and in fact, a special meeting will be held within the next 
month to specifically address current funding opportuni- 
tes for transportation projects proposed by County 
Commissioner Robert Nelson and the.

Back-To-School 
| Lunches 


Your youngsters may not know how to multiply yet, 
but the bacteria that can grow in the unrefrigerated food 
in the school lunchboxes certainly do. 

Bessie Berry, who handles consumers’ food safety 
questions as a supervisor on the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Meat and Poultry Hotline, says, “The experts 
tell us many common foodborne bacteria double their 
numbers in warm temperatures every 20 minutes!” 

Berry says, “You need to take special care packing 
school lunchboxes to keep perishable food safe. Here’s 
the food safety arithmetic to remember —- perishable 
foods should never be Ieft unrefrigerated or packed 
without a cold source more than 2 hours. Keep perish- 
ables out of the danger zone, 40 to 140 degrees F., where 
bacteria grow quickly. Keep perishables either hot or 
cold.” 

To gel everyone back to school safely, here are some 
lunch packing questions answered by USDA’s Hotline 
Staff. 

Q. I like a hot lunch for my child at school. How 
long will food keep safely in a thermos? 

A. A well-functioning thermos can keep soup, chili, 

! or other hot food at a safe temperature several hours. A 
stainless stecl thermos is more effective than a plastic 
model. Check the seal around the stopper to make sure it 
fits ughtly and will retain heat well. 

As you pack yourchild’s lunch in the morning, fill 
the thermos with hot water and Ict stand a minute or two. 
Then empty and fill promptly with food that’s been 
brought to a boil, This will keep the temperature as high 
as possible until lunch time. 

Jf the food is still hot to the touch (above 140 
degrees F.) when your child has lunch, it will still be safe. 
Discard any Icftovers. 

Q. I’ve been using a freezer gel-pack to keep my 
child’s sandwiches cold, but it’s split and fs starting to 
leak. Would it be dangerous if that liquid spilled on 
food? 

| A. Good question, You should check gel-packs be- 

fore each use. If onc leaks, tell your youngster not to eat 
any food that has come into direct contact with the gel. 
You might want to put the gel-pack inside a plastic 
sandwich bag for extra protection, or youcan use a frozen 
juice pack as acold source in the lunch bag. The juice will 
thaw but will still be cold at lunch time. 

Q. My children tire quickly of sandwiches every 
day for lunch. Do you have any other suggestions for 
safe and nutritious lunch fare? 

A. Variety is definitely the spice of life. Here are a 

few additional lunch menu suggestions: 

*Fill a pita or pocket bread sandwich with boiled 

ham and drained pincappte chunks, cheese, and olives, or 
some other combination. With meat, poultry, fish, or 
other penshable sandwich fillers, of course, you'll need 
a cold pack in the lunch bag. 

‘Pack small, shelf-stable, individually wrapped 

cheeses with a bran or fruit muffin, 

*Freeze and then cut meat sandwiches into cookic- 
cutter patterns, Coarse textured bread that won't get 
soggy during thawing works best for this, and the meat is 

kept cool and protected all moming as the sandwich 

thaws in time for lunch, 

“Peanut butter, nutritious and safe without refrig- 
eration for a few hours, makes a good lunch snack on 
whole-wheat crackers. 

*Pack your child’s favorite cereal and a carton of 
shelf-stable milk.
